ators’ terms, and that would eventually 
force a reduction again in the other 
states. 
The most import action tff the con­ 
vention was in determining the basis 
of rej resentatioii. 
Some of the dele­ 
gates wanted a rule that no delegate 
should be allowed to cast more tlian 
six votes.

not by direct language, the proposed 
settlement will nndoobtedly l>e de­ 
feated. 
The Indiana delegates say 
they are instructed not to vote in favcw 
of the operators’ prop^ition nnless a 
general settlement will be 
effected 
by it. 
In view of Ihe position of the Illinois 
miners they do not see their way clear 
to vote to accept the proposition. 
It 
develops that the vote of the Pittsbnrg 
district will not be unanimous in favor 
of accepting the settlement, as some of 
the delegates have stated openly they 
would not vote for it. 
The leaders of 
the miners are doing some quiet mis­ 
sionary work and have hopes that they 
will 1^ able to turn the tide in favor of 
a settlement.

9 .—One of the 
worst wrecks in the history of the San­ 
ta Fe railroad has occarred three miles 
I east of here. 
Twelve or fifteen per- 
io ' sons were killed and as many more 
were badly hurt. 
The fast mail tram 
going east aud the Mexico and Oali 
fornia express collidctl head on. 
The 
Mexico and Oaliforuia express was 
pulled by two hictimotives, and when 
It struck the engine drawing the fast 
mail, the boilers of all three eugiuea 
exploded and tore a hole in the ground 
so deep that the smoking cars on the 
westlNHind train went in on top of the 
three engines and two mail cars aud 
balanced there without turning over. 
The passengers in the smoking car 
escaped through the viiiidows. 
The 
front end of this car was enveloped in 
a volume of stifling smoke aud steam 
belching up from the wreck below, and 
the rear door was jammed tight in the 
w'reck of th*» car liehind. 
The wreck 
caught fire from the engines. 
The 
cars in the hole burned to ashes in no 
time, 
('limbing out of th*‘ smoking 
car several men fell through the rifts 
in the wreck below, and it is impo« nule 
to tell whether thev escaped or were 
burned to death. 
The western bound 
train carried seven or eight coaches, 
ami its passengers included many ex- 
cnrsiouists who had beeu to hear Hon. 
W. J . Bryan speak at the county fair 
at Burlingame. 
Mr. Hryan himself was on the tram, 
hut was riding in the rear Pullman, 
some UK) feet from the cars which were 
wrecked. 
He states that nothing but 
a heavy jolt was experienced by the 
passetigt'rs in his coach. 
Mr. Bryan was one of the noblest 
men in the crowd of rescuers, 
lie 
helped to carry out the 
dead and 
wounde*! and gave the greatest atten­ 
tion to their care. 
One noor fellow, 
who was badly maimed, called to Mr. 
Brvun aud said : 
“ I went to hear you 
toiiay ; I am now dying and want to 
shake your hand and say God bless 
you. 
It you jKissiblv can, Mr, Bryan, 
get me a drink of water.” 
Mr. Hr van went into the fast mail 
car, one end of which was buniiug, 
ami came out with the drink of water, 
which he gave to tne suhering passen­ 
ger.

H arrisburg,Sept 9.—General Frank 
Reeder, secretary of 
the 
common­ 
wealth, has tendered his resignation to 
Governor Hastings, to take effect at 
once. 
< reneral 
Reeder had a eonfsrence 
with Governor Hastings, and at its 
dose he was asked if he had anything 
to say, and replied bv stating that he 
had resigned as secretary of the com- 
) mon wealth. 
Last Thursday the governor sent a 
request for bn resignation, but gave no 
reason for the request. General Reeder 
J at once sent in his resignation, aud 
after a conference, tile governor ac­ 
cepted it. 
There ire various conjee* 
I tures as to why Se< rotary Reeder was 
asked to resign, but the consensus of 
opinion is that it was because he was 
one of the signers ot the indemnity 
bond given the state treasurer for any 
loss sustained in paving legislative em ­ 
ployes, the bills for whose pay the gov­ 
ernor vetoed 
Goverdor Hastings tendered the office 
of secretary of the commonwealth to 
Colonel Jam e^ H. Lambert, at present 
insurance commissioner. Colonel Lam - 
I bert asked for time to consider the m at­ 
ter aud consult with friends. 
On Thursday. Sept. 
*2, 
Governor 
Hastings sent the following letter to 
Secretary R eed er:

C olumbus, Sept. 9.—The interstate 
miners' convention resumed this morn­ 
ing 
The prospects for the acceptance of 
the settlement are somewhat doubtful ; 
in fact a canvass of the situation shows 
a majority of the votes, unless some 
change should be brought alinit, will 
lie cast against it. 
The delegates listened to speeches 
from National President Ratchford and 
State Presidents Farm s of Ohio, Kuight 
of Indiana, ('arson of Illinois and Do­ 
lan of Pittsburg. 
All of these officials, 
with the exception of Mr. Carson, ar­ 
gued in favor of the acceptance of the 
Pittsburg operators’ proposition. 
They told the uelegates very plainly 
that if the prop ‘aition was rejected the 
strike would fail utterly ; that the con­ 
test could not be continued as all re­ 
source^ had been exhausted. 
They ad­ 
vised that inasmuch as the strike had 
been precipitated in the t ittsburg dis­ 
trict it 
was proper that it should be 
settled there. 
President Carton of Illinois told the 
delegates lust as plainly why he could 
not support the proposition for a settle­ 
ment. He said the Illinois miners were 
practically ignored bv it. 
The oper­ 
ators of his state had notified him that 
they would not abide bv any settlement 
made with the I ittsburg operators. 
In 
many of the illinois districts, moreover, 
the miners had signed ironclad con­ 
tracts which run until next May. 
Should the Pittsburg and Ohio and 
Indiana miners resume operations the 
Illinois operators would be compelled 
to open their mines also, and the only 
recourse the miners of the stare would 
have would be a local strike, for which 
they were unprepared. 
The best they 
could do would be to accept the oper­ 
ators' terms, and that would eventually 
force a reduction again in the other 
stares. 
The most import action iff rh© con­ 
vention was in determining the basis 
of representation. 
Some of the dele­ 
gates wanted a rule that no delegate 
should be allowed to ca*t more than 
six votes. This if adopted, it is claimed, 
would have settled the question of the 
acceptance of the strike 
settlem ent 
very quickly. 
It was the sentiment of 
the convent iou, 
however, that repre­ 
sentation should be fixed so that all 
miners sh' uld have a voice in the set­ 
tlement. 
Accordingly it was decided 
that oue vote should be cast 
tor every 
IOO millers represented. 
This makes 
the vote to be cast by each state about 
as follows: 
Western Pennsylvania, 
230; Ohio, 
280: West Virginia. 110; Indiana, LO; 
Illinois, 200. 
Tile Illinois vote, which 
will be cast against the acceptance of 
the operators' proposition, will about 
off set the vote of w estern Pennsylvania 
(Pittsburg d ist«ctj. 
The vote of Oh o 
is about equally divided on the proposi­ 
tion ; 
also the 
West 
Virginia vote. 
This practically leaves the balance of 
power in the hands of the Indiana del­ 
egates. 
should they vote with Illinois, 
which some of the delegates say they 
have instructions to do by inference, if 
not bv direct language, the proposed 
settlement will undoubtedly be 
de­ 
feated. 
The Indiana 
delegates say 
they are instructed not to vote in favor 
of the operators’ proposition unless a 
general settlem ent will be 
effected 
by it. 
In view of the position of the Illinois 
miners they do not see their way clear 
to vote to accept the proposition. 
It 
develops that the vote of the Pittsburg 
district will not be nnanimons in favor 
of accepting the settlement, as some of 
the delegates have stated openly they 
woald not vote for it. 
The leaders of 
the miners are doing some quiet mis­ 
sionary work and have hopes that they 
will be able to turn the tide in favor of 
a settlement. 
Today the members of the national 
executive board will be heard by the 
convention, and as they all strongly en­ 
dorse the settlement their views m ar 
have considerable weight with the del­ 
egates. 
The convention is one of the 
largest delegate gatherings the miners 
have ever had, there being 180 dele­ 
gates on the ground and more expected 
to arrive.

Sept. 9 .—The annexationists are very 
much worried over the difficulty of an 
alleged attem pt on the part of the anti- 
annexationists to influence 
Senators 
Morgan aud <^uay, who are expected to 
arrive here soon on a tour of investiga­ 
tion. 
They say that Senators W hite of 
California aud Thurston of Nebraska, 
who will lead the fight against annexa­ 
tion iii congress this w inter, will also 
visit Hawaii and attend the mass m eet­ 
ing of natives, w hich, it is alleged by 
the annexationists, has been called for 
the purpose of convincing the senators 
that the natives bitterly oppose annexa­ 
tion. 
It is stated that Senators W hite and 
Thurston will superintend the drafting 
of a monster petition to congress in 
which the Hawaiians will assert tnat 
the government was torn from them 
through the action of American Minis­ 
ter Stevens. 
It is also alleged that the 
masameeting will be conducted entirely 
by Hawaiians and will be made as dra­ 
matic as possible. 
The idea is to work 
upon the sympathies of Senator M or­ 
gan and to persuade him , if possible, 
that the natives have been deprived of 
lands and power by a handful of rich 
and 
powerful whites 
backed 
by a 
treacherous American minister. 
It is believed that the ex-qneen may 
arrive on the same steam er as the* sen­ 
ators, and that she will address the 
people at the mass meetings.

9.—One of the 
worst wrecks in the history of the Ban 
ta Fe railroad has occurred three miles 
east of here. 
Twelve or fifteen per­ 
sons were killed and as many more 
were badly hurt. 
The fast mail train 
going east aud the Mexico and OaU 
for mo express collided 
head on. 
The 
Mexico and California 
express 
was 
pulled by two locomotives, and when 
it struck the engiue drawing the fast 
mail, the boilers of all three engines 
exploded and tore a hole in the grouud 
so deep that the smoking cars on the 
westbound train went in on top of the 
three engines and two mail cars aud 
balanced there without turning over. 
The passengers in the smoking car 
escaped through the windows. 
The 
front end of this car was enveloped in 
a volume of stifling smoko aud steam 
belching up from the wreck below, aud 
the rear door wus jammed tight in the 
wreck of the car behind. 
The wreck 
caught fire from the 
engines. 
The 
cars in the hole burned to ashes in no 
time. 
Climbing out of th** smoking 
car several men fell through the rifts 
iii the wreck below, and it is impossiol# 
to tell whether they escaped or wore 
burned to death. 
The western bound 
train carried seven or eight coaches, 
and its passengers included mauy ex­ 
cursionists who had been to hear Hon. 
W. J. Bryan speak at the county fair 
at Burlingame. 
Mr. Bryan himself was on the traiu, 
but was riding iu the rear Pullman, 
some HK) feet from the '-ars whioh were 
wrecked. 
He states that nothing but 
a heavy jolt 
was experienced by the 
passengers in his coach. 
Mr. Bryan was one of the noblest 
men in ilia crowd of rescuers. 
Ho 
helped to carry out 
the 
dead and 
wounded and gave the greatest atten­ 
tion to their care, 
on e Door fellow, 
who was badly maimed, culled to Mr. 
B r van aud said : 
“ I went to hear you 
tod ay; I am now dying aud want to 
shuke your hand aud say < lot! bless 
you. 
It you possibly cun, Mr. Bryan, 
get me a drink of w ater.” 
Mr. Br van went into tho fast mail 
car, one end of which was burning, 
and came out with the drink of water, 
which he gave to the sa tiering passen­ 
ger. 
He 
brought out 
cushions for 
others of the injured aud was every­ 
where present to minister to the wants 
of the suffering. 
It is feared that uearly all of the 
seven mail clerks perished in the dis­ 
aster, but so fur only six bodies have 
been takeu 
from the wreok.

The president’s friends are much 
amused by his success at cards this 
summer. 
While no whist player in the 
scientific sense, ho enjoyg the game, 
and iii any good, old fashioned game of 
cards, such as casino or euchre, he 
takes great delight. Euchre is a favorite 
with bim, and he is a first class player. 
Cribbage is another game liked by the 
president aud Mrs. 
McKinley. They 
pass many evenings playing it. The 
cribbage board is an indispensable de­ 
tail of the presidential luggage, acoom 
panying them wherever they go. 
The 
president is no poker player, knowiug 
nothing of the game. 
One newspaper has seen fit to make 
eloquent comparison between the simple 
informality of Secretary Sherman’s re­ 
treat iuto a secluded spot on Long Is­ 
land aud the president’s action in es­ 
tablishing himself in an elegant suit 
of apartments iii a large aud fashionable 
hotel. As a matter of fact, this is most 
unjust. Although of goodly proportions 
and largely frequented by men aud wo­ 
men who are accustomed to dine in 
evening dress, the hotel is by no means 
oppressively 
pretentious, 
while 
the! 
"elegaut suit of apartments” consists 
of nothing more than one bedroom, oc- j 
cupied by the president and Mrs. Mc­ 
Kinley, a parlor, also used as a diniug 
room, and the bedrooms of the steward 
aud the maid from the executive man- ! 
aion. 
The president has not indulged in any 
sort of fancy dress as yet. 
This may be 
because he has no special sporting hob- j 
by requiring a costume. If this is so, he 
is very different from the average vaca 
tioner who rigs himself up in cycling. ! 
shooting or fishing togs whether or no I 
he ever cycles, shoots or fishes. 
The president keeps to his citizens’ 
dress, a yachting cap donned during th* j 
many quiet cruises upon Lake Cham 1 
plain being the only exception to this. 
The guests of the hotel have been 
most considerate during the president’s 
stay—amazingly so, indeed. 
His ap­ 
proach does not seem to be the signal 
for a grand general rush, nor do the 
guests make a practice of 
standing 
round and staring, as the freeborn 
American bas been known to do upou 
occasion. 
Only very reoent 
arrivals 
seem to find the annex a peculiarly at­ 
tractive place, and after the first few j 
days the most curious seemed to become 
accustomed to the presidential proxim­ 
ity. This is significant as showing that 
one may become hardened even to the 
sight of presidents. 
The camera fiends are the most irre­ 
pressible.
